George Washington was second, 
with 7t)0 points. Captain J. R. Fehr 
won the "Searing" medal for the 
highest individual score, with a total 
of 141 points out of a possible 150. 

Captain Fehr has been a student 
in the University since IQ05, when 
he entered the Electrical Engineer- 
ing Course. He won the Schmidt 
Prize in 1907. and the Sterrett Me- 
morial Prize in ujo8. He has been 
actively connected with the Rifle 
Team for the last three years, and 
has been captain of the team for the 
past two years. 1 le is now a Fresh- 
man in the Law School. He is a 
memher of the Phi Sigma Kappa 
Fraternity and the Pyramid Honor 
Society. 

The team of the University of 
Pennsylvania was thinl with 725 
points; Delaware fourth, with 7t2, 
and Georgetown hrought up the 
rear with only 4i)(>. The scores this 
year were much better than last 
year, when our team won hamlily 
with only 738 points. 

The Massachusetts team finished 
the 200-yard range with () points 
over our team. Both teams did well 
at the 300-yard range, our team 
with 2fx5 — one more than that of 
the Massachusetts marksmen — send- 
ing the latter to the 500-yard range 
5 points ill the leail. The ".\ggies" 
showed their superiority at this dis- 
tance. scoring tlie remarkable total 

-7,^ jxiints. an average of more 
than 45 to the man. 

The five teams made up the small- 
est list of entries that has fought 
for collegiate honors in many vears. 
It is thought that the date conflict- 
ing with the closing days of various 
schools kei)t away teams .that have 
coni|)eted in the past. 

The tro|)hy for which the teams 
competed is to lie in competition 
for sixteen years, and will ulti- 
mately be awarded to the school 
whose teams have made the largest 
number of wins. At present George 
Washington has three victories to 
its cretlit, Princeton one, and Massa- 
chusetts .Agricultural College one. 


v^oiiegc, tney allovven the farmers to 
score once, while they themselves, 
although dangerously close to scor- 
ing. could not push the pigskin over 
their opponents’ line. The third 
game was well fought. George 
Washington showed a decided im- 
provement, but they, were jiitted 
against a strong team— St. John’s 
Collegfe— and the score was no bet-

■ neither side scoring. 

It is difficult to say precisely in 
just what our team is lacking and 
just how to account for its inability 
to score. It was obvious in all three 
games that the offensive work w'as 
weak. It seems that the team needs 
more practice in this work and in 
the correct interpretation of signals. 

In the game with Washington 
College it appeared fretiuently as if 
the players did not umlerstand the 
signals, and hence little, if any, 
ground was gained. I lart and Som- 
mers were the only ones who could 
make gains with any ilegree of suc- 
cess. 1 his was due probahly more 
to their sujierior weight and speed 
than to familiarity with the signals. 
Both big fellows tore through the 
opposing line more than once for a 
first down. 

W'hen it came to making a de- 
fense the opposing hacks could do 
rmthing against George Washington. 
To win a football game, however, 
fet|uires not only a strong defense, 
but clear-headed and speedy offen- 
sive play, coujiled with good inter- 
ference^ 

The forward pass was used on 
several occasions in all three games, 
but perhaps most fre<|uently in the 
game with Maryland .Agricultural 
College. But it could not be made 
to produce the desired results be- 
cause, of the slippery condition of 
the field and ball.

O ^R several years it had been the 
* custom in the Department of 
Law to award cash prizes to the 
three members of the graduating 
class who should submit the best 
essays on assigned legal subjects 
.selected by the Faculty. It was be- 
lieved, however, that a greater in- 
centive to high scholarship would 
be furnished if these prizes should 
be combined, and the income thus 
der/ived be used to provide one prize 
to be known as the Ordroneaux 
Prize Scholar.ship. The Faculty de- 
cided to award this scholarship at j 
the beginning of the Senior year to 
that member of the graduating class 
who had maintained the highest 
average during the preceding two 
■years. 

This innovation, when announced 
last’ spring, met with hearty ap- 
proval, and at once aroused deep in- 
terest throughout the department. 
.Accordingly, when Dean Lorenzen j 
rose, at the conclusion of the open- j 
ing exercises on September 28, to 1 
announce the winner, he was fol^ 
lowed by the closest attention on 
the part of the students, each one of i 
whom had doubtless indulged in j 
rtiuch speculation as to which one of 
their number would have the honor 
of being declared the first winner 
of 'the Ordroneaux Prize Scholar- 
ship. .After a f^w preliminary ex- 
planations the Dean stated that the 
prize had been awarded to Mr. ' 
Srott Henry Lilly, of Iowa, whose 
av'Orage throughout the course hatl 
-reached the exceptional grade of 
<)IS) per cent. The announcement 
was received by such spontaneous 
applause as to show clearly that 
Faculty and students were in full 
accord in their approval of the 
award as both wise and proper. 

Mr. Lilly is a native of Iowa and 
is an'‘.A. B. of Cornell College, at 
which institution he took honors in 
both classical and scientifie courses. 
Since he has been resident in Wash- 
ington he has filled a position in the 
Patent Office, and has jnirsued his 
professional studies at the same 
time in the Law School as aVandi- 
date for the L. B. degree. While 
his plans, are not definitely settled, 
Mr. Lilly expects at present to spe- 
cialize in patent law, in which field 
his scholastic standing already l>e- 
speaks a career of distinction. On 
behalf of the Law School, The 
News extends to Mr. Lilly its 
hearty congratulations on the honor 
he has so fairly won, and expresses 
its high hope^ for his future success

PROF. W. R. VANCE HONORED. 

AT the meeting of the .Association 
of .American Law Schools, a 
section of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, during the past .August at 
Chattanixiga, Tenn., Prof. W. R. 

\ ance, formerly Dean of o\ir Law 
School, was elected president of the 
first-named association. He was 
undoubtedly elected to that office 
becau.se he is one of the best- 
informed men in the country on the 
status of .American law school edu- 
cation. His selection augurs well i 
for the influence of the Law School j 
.Association. It means that the asso- ; 
ciation will he an effective agent for j 
the advancement of legal education I 
in this country. 

The principal topic di.scussed at 
the meeting was the honor system 
of conducting examinations in law 
schools. Dean Lile of the L'niver- 
sity of Virginia Law School, the in- 
stitution where the honor system 
was first adopted and put in prac- 
tice, and Dean Lewis of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Law School 
read pajiers on this topic. Dean Lo- 
renzen of onr Law School opened 
the discussion. .At the outset, ad- 
verting to the fact that the honor 
system was by no means so wCll dfe-.. 
fitieci as the simplicity of its name 
might indicate, he stated that the 
honor system of which he was an 
advocate was a system of student 
self-government, and was not based 
upon the erroneous supposition that 
the sense of honor of a university 
student is .so different from that of 
an ordinary mortal, that his state- 
ment concerning his conduct during 
an examination should be deemed 
absolutely Conclusive. .A lively dis- 
cussion followed, and the meeting 
was ])rolonged far into the night. 
In the end everyone found himself 
discussing a different species of 
honor system, and the meeting ad- 
journed leaving the whole discus- 
sion in hopeless confusion. 


COLUMBIAN DEBATING SOCIETY. 

j^ORE than ordinary interest has 
been displayed in the meetings 
of the Columbian Debating Society. 
Be.sides the old members who have 
been constant in theij effbrts to 
maintain a good debating society, 
there have been c|uite a number pf 
new mentpresent.
